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FOREWORD 

In  describing  Mr.  Newcomb’s  magnificent  c 
it  was  inevitable  that  we  would  not  do  it  justice, 
been  written  about  individual  years  of  these  cents 


ol lection  of  LJ.  S.  Cents 
Complete  volumes  have 
and  still  have  not  wholly 


covered  the  subject;  so  it  was  unavoidable  that  in  the  space  of  an  auction 
catalog  we  would  leave  more  unsaid  than  we  could  possibly  say.  We  have 
tried  however  to  give  an  accurate  description  of  the  condition  and  coloi 
of  each  coin.  Our  descriptions  may  be  relied  on  as  being  fair,  which 
means  they  arc  very  conservative  when  compared  with  present  day 
standards.  We  have  confined  ourselves  to  a well  justified  use  of  superla- 
tives m description  and  have  noted  defects  of  any  kind  in  the  few  instances 
where  we  found  them.  We  have  avoided  a senseless  repetition  of  the  word 
RARE.  Nearly  every  coin  in  the  collection  might  be  called  rare  for  one 
reason  or  another  but  the  word  would  cease  to  have  any  meaning. 

Something  over  one  hundred  specimens  from  this  collection  are  pic- 
tured on  the  plates  of  the  standard  books  on  cents;  Chapman  on  1704, 
Clapp  on  1798  and  1799,  and  Newcomb  on  1801-1802-1803.  Where  the 
coins  can  be  positively  identified  with  the  plates  we  have  noted  the  fact  in 
the  catalog.  The  fact  that  a coin  was  used  on  these  plates  is  not  an  abso- 
lute guarantee  that  it  is  the  finest  known  specimen  but  it  is  certainly  a very 
strong  indication  of  it. 

In  describing  the  series  of  1797  and  1800  we  have  followed  the  order 
of  a new  list  of  descriptions  which  has  not  yet  been  published.  This  list, 
worked  out  by  Mr.  Clapp  and  Mr.  Newcomb,  and  no  doubt  collaborated 
in  by  other  Cent  specialists  is  far  superior  to  the  old  Doughty  arrangement 
and  it  was  necessary  to  use  it  in  order  to  give  some  order  to  the  large 
number  of  varieties  which  were  unknown  to  Doughty.  On  all  varieties, 
which  were  known  to  Doughty  we  have  given  the  Doughty  numbers  so 
that  this  arrangement  should  not  prove  too  confusing.  To  indicate  attri- 
butions to  the  new  list  we  have  used  the  letter  N [New]  to  distinguish  it 
from  D [Doughty]. 

The  cents  came  to  us  in  individual  boxes  and  each  box  contains  Mr. 
Newcomb’s  attribution  of  the  coin.  These  attributions  are  usually  much 
more  detailed  as  to  the  several  stages  of  the  dies,  as  indicated  by  cracks, 
etc.,  than  we  could  give  in  the  space  of  an  auction  catalog,  so  we  are 
keeping  the  boxes  intact  with  the  coins  and  they  will  he  delivered  that  way. 
This  should  he  a satisfaction  to  every  purchaser  as  Mr.  Newcomb’s 
inimitable  printing  is  now  well  known  to  every  Cent  collector,  and  these 
boxes  will  forever  identify  the  coins  as  from  his  collection. 

The  coins  will  not  be  exhibited  in  the  usual  way,  the  danger  of  lots 
getting  mixed  or  disappearing  altogether  is  too  great.  They  can  be  seen 
at  any  time  previous  to  the  sale  by  appointment  with  the  catalogers,  and 
will  be  available  the  day  before  the  sale  and  the  morning  of  the  sale  in  the 
auction  room,  but  will  not  be  laid  out  for  indiscriminate  handling.  It  is 
suggested  that  as  many  as  possible  who  desire  to  look  over  this  collection 
carefully  do  so  before  the  sale  by  appointment  with  the  catalogers  in  order 
to  avoid  a last  minute  rush  and  possible  disappointment.
